would  improve  the  iiaplementatiott  of  Party  0!i&  goVomasent  policies  hy 
the  people. 

The  Rocoiapllshments  of  Suigariatt  inttnstry  isould  have  heon  even 
greater  than  they  are  if  all  industrial  enterprlsaa  hat  fulfilled  their 
production  plans*  Last  yeer  many  enterpris,  ns  failed  in  this  oonaeo- 
tion,  depriving  the  people's  economy  of  1^042,000  leva  la  planned  iacom?" 
(in  ocraparahl®  factory  prices  for  1  April  1956).  One  reason  for  this 
was  th©  violation  of  Party  and  government  deoisions  and  stats  discipline* 

Some  okrug  soviets  permitted  the  nonfulfillment  of  the  Council

of  lElnistere'  deere©  on  in  connection  with  the  people's 

soonoaio  plan*  for  ezample,  the  Pleven  Okrug  People's  Soviet  failed  to 
take  the  steps  necessary  to  organise  production  of  ll^t  weight  hrioks 
and  certain  types  of  machinery.  Many  parts  of  the  above  decree  were 
not  implemented  by  the  Pasarizhik:  Okrug  People's  Soviet  awd  the  Plovdiv 
City  People's  Soviet,  as  well.  Such  violations  exerted  a  harmful  effect 
upon  the  fulfillment  of  the  people's  economic  plan. 

The  instructions  of  the  Paity  and  the  government  in  ooncect ion 
with  continuing  improvement  in  the  work  of  mastery  of  new  production 
methads  have  been  properly  implemented  by  many  industrial  enterprises. 
However,  there  are  some  enterprises  where  a  lag  in  the  inaStery  of  pro¬ 
duction  methods  for  new  machinery  called  for  in  the  plan  was  permitted. 
These  included  the  ’'Strug”  State  Hachins  Building  Plant  (PISI  "Strug'’) 
in  Kova  Zagora,  the  "G,  Dimitrov''  State  IfeMne  Building  Plant  (D1!E  "G. 
Dimitrov'')  in  Hus e,  the  "Stalin''  State  Machine  Building  Plant  (DM2 
"Stalin")  in  Dimitrovo,  etc.  In  the  year  since  the  reoonetruction  of

Bippie,  an  arbitrary  change  in  the  plan  for  19':  ae  approvev.  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  was  made  by  the  Plovdiv  Okrug  People's  Soviet  in  coimeotion  with 
Pj.ant  11  (Zavod  11 )  in  Vazovj^rad,  'i’h.ia  was  an  evidence  of  localism, 
Instea'i  of  a  haymower  for  high  mountaiu  lands,  as  was  called  for  by  the 
plan,  the  People's  Soviet  ordered  the  plant  to  produce  bulldozers  and 
automatic  dump  trailare.  These  were  already  being  produced  by  othci- 
Bulgarian  plants.  Thus  the  successful  resolution  of  the  problem  of 
spaoializing  sntsrpriees  and  improving  mass  production  methods  to  achie’-e 
higher  labor  productivity  and  reduce  production  costa  was  hindered.  Such 
violations  of  state  discipline  constitute  a  serious  setback  to  tsvchnical. 

progress  in  industry.  They  involve  the  unprofitable  expenditure 
of  state  fundo,  and  unnecessary  expenditures  end  wastage  of  raw  materiel;:. 

.  .  Pailvuf®  to  fulfill  contracta  signed  bstwoen  enterprise,  organiwiat*  5 
and  administratio;'ie  constitute  gross  violations  of  state  dlFoinline 
bs-st  year*  there  were  many  cfebs  of  failure  to  implement  tarks  in  coanocr* 
tion  with  the  manufsioturc  of  goods  both  for  domestic  oonsuaption  and  for 
expert.  The  "7,  itolarov”  High  Tension  Appliance  Plant  (Silnotokov  saved 
'’V,  Kolarov”)  in  Sofia  failed  to  produce  the  planned  20  eleotric  motors 
for  the  "Stalin”  Plant  in  Dimitrovo  in  the  apeoifiel  period.  As  a  rasr.lt, 
the  latter  plant  could  not  produce  a  single  one  of  the  20  stonebroakers 
Tshich  it  ha^d  contracted  to  export.  Similar  failures  were  permitted  at 
the  ”G,  Bimitrcy*^  State  tJaohine  Building  Plant  in  Suse,  the  "An.ton  Ivan  v 
State  Maohine  Building  Plant  (BM2  "Anton  Ivanov”)  in  Plot'div,  Plant  12 
(Zavod  12)  in  Sofia,  etc. 

The  proper  and  promt  fulfillment  of  mutual  economic  obligations 
bett'-een  okrugs  is  of  tremendous  economic  importance.  In  1^59 1  the  exec¬ 
utive  committeea  of  the  okrug  people's  soviets  devoted  much  attention 
to  the  proper  organization  of  the  work  at  Industrial  enterprises.  They 
undertook  to  supervise  their  activities  moi*®  closely,  and  rendered  direct 
aid  in  the  overcoming  of  obstacles  and  the  elimination  of  shorvcoiaipgr 
in  the  work.  Many  okrugs,  including  Gabrovo,  Sofia(City)  Stara  Zagora, 
Sofia,  Varna,  Sliven,  £uxd  others,  achieved  a  considerableinorease  in 

industrial  production.  The  successful  fulfillment  of  their  production

t/iashlni  "0 ,  Bimi  tx*o v" )  in  Puce  produced  1*58?  tractor  plows  less  than 
planned,  etc. 

The  nonfulfillment  of  pl>anS  and  contractual  ohligat ions  hy  some 
enterprises  is  a  result  of  the  lack  of  rhythm  in  the  implemantation  of 
psoduetion  plans  in  terms  of  volume,  variety  and  (juality, 

'tlie  failure  to  comply  with  the  mutual  oMigations  incurred  het- 
weea  okrugs  and  enterprises  was  also  due  to  a.  lack  of  coordination 
hetveen  production  plans  and  the  contracts  for  finished  articles,  and 
to  the  omission  of  anecif ications  of  4^mlit5!'  and  variety  in  the  contract', 
signed  with  commercial  and  supply  eetahlishments. :  The  "0,  Dimitrov" 

State  Industrial  2!n.terprise  in  Sofie,  for  exaitple,  signed  oontreots 
with.  19  okrug  state  enterprises  duringthe  third  fuartor  of  19*59.  Only 
the  type  and  amount  of  cotton  fabric  was  specified.  The  question  of 
odor,  design  and  variety  was  not  clarif tad.  An  insufficient  variety 
of  colors  was  produced,  and  as  a  result  of  the  refusal  of  ti*ade  enter-  „ 
prises  and  organisations  to  purchase  large  qtuantities  of  the  same  colors, 
a  great  volume  was  consigned  to  warehouse  storage, 

Due  to  looalist  tendencies  and  attitudes  on  the  part  of  the  man- 
s^ements  of  certain  okrug  people’s  soviets  and  enterprises,  the  d-istrih- 

ution  of  finished  produote  is  most  Improperly  effected.  Large  volumes 
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of  goods  ar©  allocated  for  local  needs  at  the  ozponE©  of  -ihe  other 
oitruge.  %ip  was  the  otise  last  year  with  imported  pine  hoardo  at 
the  Ruse  •'Building  Materiale"  hranch  of  the  "Material 

and  Technical  Supply  and  State  Resources"  Admiulstration. 

Too  frequently  "mutual  aeoietanoe"  ir,  rendered  hy  entarprisee 
which  sell  eaxh  other  centrally  managed  production  outside  the  pian. 

The  ”9  Saptemher"  Stats  Industrial  Enterprise  (DIP  "9  Septemvi-'i'')  in 
Raf'e  sedd  6»28l  square  decimeters  of  calf  and  220  kilograms  of  sole 
leather  to  the  Leather  Craftsmen’s  Cooperative  in  PI  even  in  1V59<> 

This  production,  which  was  not  planned  for  such  distrihution,  was  ex¬ 
changed  for  chemi-osls  which  were  not  intended  for  that  use.  That 
same  cntci'priee  sold  a  furthei*  33»100  square  decimeters  of  calf  to 
the  Industrial  Combine  in  Idurdzhall  in  exchange  for  sulfuric  acid 
from  the  Lead  and  Zinc  Plant,  obtained  through  the  good 

services  of  the  combine,  Tb-is  transaction  was  entirely  outside  tae 
scop©  of  the  plan,  Such  violations  have  also  been  pertdtted  elsewhere. 
The  damage  done  by  such  traneaotions  to  the  people ’e  economy  ard  the 
iadividual  enterprises  themtielvea  is  evident. 

Such  occui'reaces  can  only  be  desoribed  sc  irrespcnsiblo  and  in¬ 
supportable  defiance  of  state  interests.  Under  the  new  oondltiosis  pre-* 
vat-ling  and  with  the  nepy  tasks  confronting  the  economy ♦  the  strugpile 
for  the  strictest  possible  compliance  wuth  state  discipline  and  conccin 
for  stats  interests  must  be  organised  and  implemented  with  increased 
seal  by  the  whole  of  the  Bulgarian  public,  A  passive  attitude,  circum¬ 
ventions  of  or  indifference  to  the  regulatione  must  be  regaj^ded  as 
{■attitudes  which  are  inconsiateut  with  the  measures  ordered  by  the 
Oentral  CoBiraitteo  of  the  Bulgarian  woivamnist  Party  for  the  acceleration 
of  the  econofiiic  development  of  Bulgaria.  Reluctance  to  admit  shoi't- 
comingE  and  the  concealment  of  errors  made  in  the  wv>rk  done  I'esult  in 
an  increase  in  the  problem©  In  Bulgarian  economic  activities.  Such 
.deoepticne  result  in  the,  wacte  of  strength  and  materials,  devis^tienr 
from  Party  and  government  orders,  and  hindrances  to  the  fulfillment  or 
the  state  peode’s  economic  plan,  A  passive  attitude  toward  infractions 
of  discipline  holds  back  the  expansion  of  the  creative  activity  of  the 
working  people,  and  the  timely  discovery  of  ail  the  resources  available 


within  the  people’s  economy 
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The  new  (Senditiona  ptevided  imde**  the  weowanis’.ed  lenderabip 
of  state  and  sconotaio  wos'k  desiand  ^satej*  skill  and  a  tjstter  under-- 
standing  of  the  tasks  involved  in  Bulgarian  develouajsnt*  Eueoess- 
ful  laanageaisnt  ie  possible  only  when  Baa'ty  and  govermaent  decisions 
are  widely  understood,  all  work  is  based  on  national  interests  and 
proper  stui^  aiid  adaptation  of  the  leading  enterprises  and  manage»ent0, 
and  the  plan  discipline  is  strictly  observed,  I'hoee  feotcrs  will  en¬ 
sure  the  rbj’ijhmc  fulfillment  of  plane  in  terms  of  all  tudioes . 

One  of  the  principal  problems  in  socieliet  oorietruotior.  in 
Bu.lgaria  is  connected  with  improving  the  ijuality  of  the  goods  produced, 
'^he  advantages  of  the  socialist  public  regime  over  capitalism  is  evid- 
ottcod  not  only  in  q,uaatitative  indices  and  a  rapid  tempo  of  develoTsaent, 
but  also  in  the  <iuallty  of  production*  Bulgarian  goods  have  e  respeoted 
status  on  the  world  market,  (They  are  closely  followed  by  b«5'‘ers*  and 
are  in  constant  daroand^  However,  the  px-oblem  of  quality  production  has 
not  been  entirely  resolved.  The  quality  of  many  typer  of  goods  end  equJ. 
ment  is  still  too  low,  ITheae  products  fail  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  international  market. 

Quality  in  production  depends  upon  state  disoipline,  The  state 
sjiends  vest  s'oms  on  the  erpansion  of  production  of  consumer  goods.  But 
these  goods  wdll  be  returned  by  the  buyers  if  the  quality  is  inferior* 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  low  quality  of  some  Bulgarian  itoms 
iS  the  limited  supervision  exercised  in  certain  enterprises  jn  this 
comiection*  and  improper  use  of  the  equipment  available,  Tlie  education 
of  produotion  personnel  in  terms  of  quality  manufacturing  is  also  lagging. 

Due  to  the  quality  level,  many  articles  wa.&  types  of  produce  are 
being  bypassed  by  eoaanercia:i  orgsniKationa ,  In  1959  the  Sofia 

City  Trade  Enterprise  refused  in  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year 
alone  110,000  pairs  of  shoes  produced  by  the  '*9  September"  Shoe  Plant 
(Obuven  aavod  "9  Septemvri*'),  A  large  volume  of  shoes  produced  at  the 
Industrial  ComMn©  in  Starke  Dimitrov  was  also  refused  for  the  same 
reason.  There  has  been  no  substantial  iraprovoment  noted  in  the  quality 
of  produotion  during  the  first  quarter  of  I960,  Some  textile  enterprises, 
such  as  the  "Runo"  Textile  Combine  (Tekstilea  kombinat  "Ruac^  and  the 
"JTacho  Ivanov"  State  Industrial  Enterprise  (DIP  "Haoho  Ivanov")  in  Sofia 
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havfi  prodivcoft  goods  of  inferior  quality. 

The  adjniiiistrative  oormoils  of  the  Farm  Workers'  Cooporstires 
lard  the  obshtina  people's  soviets  are  vtlatinij:  the  government  deoree 
on  the  development  of  oattle  breeding  and  that  cn  the  limitation  of 
livestock  elaughier-ine.  They  are  permitting  the  free  market  sale  or 
the  elarghtering  at  the  TK.ZS  of  considerable  nuabers  of  la:.'ge -horned 
aatinals  withotii  the  proper  doc'iments  and  liconaee.  They  also  allow 
the  slaughter  or  sale  for  3l£>ighter  of  hogs  prior  to  meeting  their 
pork  supplying  comuiltmenip  to  the  state.. 

The  qiiality  of  the  furniture  tumeC  out  by  the  'Tiepubllo'' 
lumiture  Enterprise  fMebelno  piedpriyr.tie  "Republikc.’* )  in  Pleven 
and  tho  "TieKavisiEoat"  Eariiiture  Enterprise  fllebelno  predpriyatie 
''Kezaviaiinoat”)  in  Gabi>ovo  is  also  poor,  The  pieces  are  poox'ly 
finished.  Doors  ara  warped  and  vaneer  pastelci  do  not  match, 

Tho  tendency  to  neglect  the  impcrtoncs  of  quality  and  variety 
in  the  producte  Manufactured  is  serious  and  must  be  corrected. 

Socialist  trade  plays  aii  important  role  in  the  development  of 
the  people's  economy.  It  ic  the  IJnlc  which  connects  production  and 
ooneumption,  and  industrial  and  afp?iculta3*al  production.  Trade  chculd 
stimulnte  the  prodaotion  of  high  grade  goods  in  order  that  the  more 
complete  supply  of  the  population's  needs  can  be  effected.  The 

working  people  should  have  the  opportunity  to  purchase  not  only  the 
amountB  of  goods  they  need,  bat  also  the  kind  of  goods  they  w.cnt  and 
need,' 

"It  should  be  remembered,"  said  Coiiirade  il,  3,  iOiruelicher  at  the 
yienan  of  the  CC  of  the  CPSU,  "That  the  more  we  progress  and  the  greater 
oar  succecses,  the  more  deaending  the  working  people  will  be  and  'che 
leas  tolerant  of  inadequaej’'.  Why  ic  this?  Because  success  in  the  dsv©l“ 
bpraent  of  an  econotry  leads  to  expectations  that  this  will  be  rrfleotod

The  nonfulfillment  of  the  retail  goods  turnover  plan  for  1959  Is 
an  indication  that  serious  shortcomings  axe  still  being  allowed  in  t7ae 
work  of  the  trade  enterprises.  Okrug  trade  entorprises  have  perajitted 
uaiustified  wealmese  in  the  supplying  of  retail  trade  organizations.  As 

a  result,  although  a  temporary  one,  may  kinds  of  goods  desired  by  the

Ooveriraent  instructions  on  the  preservation  of  forests  in  Bul^ 

aria  are  being  violated*  Beoently  the  forestry  law  and  the  ukase  on 

have  been  violated 

the  preservation  of  the  rural  eooaojuy  in  Blagoevgrad  Okrug,  Suoh 

infraotiona  have  occurred  in  the  villages  of  Yakoruda,  Belitsa,  Gorna 
Jb^ushitsa,  Oaenovb,  Bleahaitea,  etc,  by  the  Farm  Workers*  Cooperatives. 
Considerable  quantities  of  timber  have  been  cut  illegally  in  the  state 
foi'ssts,  fhis  involves  serious  damage  to  the  state.  In  many  oases, 
the  infractions  had  a  commercial  purpose.  The  obshtlna  people *b 
soviet  in  the  village  cf  Yakoruda  presumptiously  permitted  people  to 
cut  vast  quantities  of  tliriber  —  40  to  50  cubic  raetere  each,  and  in 
some  cases  more  than  100  cubic  meters.  At  the  end  of  1959  s’-nd  the  beg~ 
inning  of  19^0,  the  administrative  coiwcil  of  the  Pai*m  Workers’  Coopera¬ 
tive  at  tbs  vi-llage  of  Goma  Krushitsa  permitted  the  pasturing  cf  sheep 
in  a  young  pine  stand.  As  a  result,  87,600  saplings  vrere  destroyed, 
and  the  damage  cost  the  state  440,000  leva. 

Local  state  and  Party  organs,  inBtead  of  strict  vigilance’  as  . 
to  the  observance  of  socialist  laws  and  the  protection  of  public  pro¬ 
perty,  have  displayed  insupportable  passivity,  indifferenoa  and  leniency 
in  connection  with  lawbreakers.  Prompt  and  efficacious  meassures  have 
not  been  taken  when  illegal  cutting  of  and  pasturing  in  state  forests  have 
oeourred. 

The  struggle  to  safeguard  socialist  property  is  of  great  importance 
to  the  accelerated  development  of  the  country. 

Socialist  ownership  of  the  means  of  production  ia  the  eoonomic 
foundation  of  Bulgarian  society.  It  is  the  basis  of  systematic  increase 
in  public  production  and  the  constant  improvement  in  the  material  and 
cultural  welfare  of  the  working  people.  For  this  reason  the  working 
people  should  defend  it  as  the  apple  of  their  eye  and  strive  constantly 
to  expand  and  increase  it.
